The new politica! fociety, organized fome days fince 
in the Old Hall of the Five Hundred, in the ‘T huille- 
ries, is compofed of many deputies and other citizens. 
They have decreed as a principle, that no denunciation 
thall be read which ‘is not figned by fome one who 15 
known. This fociety, fays a journal, does nothing but 
inake a noife, for every evening the neighbourhood re- 
founds with the Marfellois Hymn, which they fing in 
full chorus, Yournal du Soir. 
We read, in one of our Journals, the following let- 
ter, which we publifh without any obfervation : 
The molt atrocious and machiavelian plan of trea- 
fon ever conceived, at this time occupies the attention 
of a certain number of men, whom public confidence 
has called to the molt eminem ftations. The moft ur- 
gent reafons prevent me from mentioning the names of 
thofe infamous wretches, who have not feared to capt- 
tulate with tyrants. ‘To avert their daring machinations 
I truft it is only fufficient to point them out to all 
France. Inform all the citizens, that it is in vaio they 
shave for fix years fought to create and confolidate the 
republic, Certain perfons, defpairing of its fafety, have 
demanded the mediation of the King of Pruflia, in the 
name of the French Government. The Pruffian Ca- 
binet has made the following anfwer, which has been 
liftened to without indignation, and without furprize : 
“ The King of Pruffia confents to interpofe his good 
offices and his authority to eftablifh in France a confti- 
tutional King.” Inform all Frenchmen, that the idea 
of this culpable mediation is not abandoned 5 and that 
it is propofed to renew it the firft favourable opportuni- 
ty.

‘The fittings of the fociety in the Riding-houfe 
had been opened, the citizens were affembled round the 
tree of liberty, placed in the middle of the hall, and 
fung patriotic airs, fuch as the Marfellois Hymn, &c. 
when feveral other citizens affembled in the Thuilleries 
and on the terrace of the Feuillans, crying, Down 
with the Jacobins,”’ and finging, “ Le Reveil du Peuple.” 
Both fides were warmed, and the cries redoubled. 
Provocation pafled to deeds, and it is faid fome {tones 
were thrown into thigthall of the affembly in the Riding- 
houfe, from whence iffued a number of members, who 
attacked with flicks thofe on the Feuillans. They re- 
fifted, feveral were wounded, but fome grenadiers of 
the. legiflative guard arriving, arrefted feveral, and 
carried them before the Infpectors of the Elders, and 
the groupes were diffipated ; but during this time, feve- 
ral perfons having broken into the heart of the hall of 
fitting of the fociety, their fittings were difturbed, and 
they broke up in the midift. of tumult. 
Yefterday, about 10 o’clock at night, a crowd of 
young people fallied -forth from the Tennis Court to 
the Palais Royal, and thence to the Thuilleries, filling 
the avenues of the Hall of the Convention, where the 
new fociety was affembled; foon they affailed’ them 
with ftonesyraifing cries of ** Down with the Anarchitts, 
down ie Jacobins ;” fome had the indifcretion to 
cry, * Down wi €.Republic, long live Conde, long 
live Artois ;” but in this their accomplices checked 
them. The guard came and attacked them with fo 
much vigour, that in a moment they filenced them, 
making them lower their voices and arms; they took 
to their heels, fourteen were arrefted, two poinards 
were found on one of them. The Yournal des Hommes 
Libres imputes this royalift difturbance, as it calls it, 
to Talleyrand.

NEW CORN ACT. 

Whereas by an act, made in the 31st year of his present Ma* 
jesty, it was enacted, That, for better ascertaining the prices 
of corn and odt-meal for the purposes %in the said act mention- 
ed, that the several counties of Scotland should be divided in- 
to districts ; and-that the counties of Fife, Kinross, Clackman- 
nan, Stirling, Linlithgow, Edinburgh, Haddington, Berwick, 
Roxburgh, Selkirk and Peebles, should be the ‘Thirteenth 
district ; and another act was made in the 31st year of his pre- 
sent Majesty to amend the same; and whereas it is found ex- 
pedient that the county of Edinburgh, should be disjoined from 
the aforesaid ‘Thirteenth district, and be erected into a district 
by itself; itis therefore enacted, that so much of the aforesaid 
act as unites the county of Edinburgh with the other counties 
above mentioned shall be repealed; and the aforesaid counties 
shall continue the ‘Thirteenth district. And it js further, enact- 
ed, that the said county of Edinburgh shall for the purposes 
of the said acts, be deemed the Seventeenth district, and a dis- 
trict hy itself; and that the monthly prices to be ascertained 
within the city/of Edinburgh, and returned by his Majesty's 
Sheriff Depute in the way and manner prescribed by the afore- 
said acts, shall regulate the importation and exportation of all 
kinds of corn; meal, and flour, with the duties and bounties 
thereon, and the carrying the samé coastwise to and from the 
port of Leith, and creeks belonging thetcto; and that all the 
rules and regulations contained in the aforesaid acts relative 
thereto, shall be applicable to the said Seventeenth district. 
This act shall continue in force until the 25th of March 1801. 
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A young lady who was passenger on board the Elizabeth 
from Leith to Shetland, lately gaptured, writes to her friend 
in Edinburgh thus: 

BerGoen—July 1, 

We were captured on the 28th June after passing the Pent- 
land Frith. When the privateer fired a gun to bring us to, she 
sent a boat full of men on board. When they came into the 
cabin they did not bring any arms with them, and the first 
Lieutenant, who spoke very good Enylish, told us not to be 
alarmed, that we should be allowed to remain on board thre 
prize and lose none of our private property. He then ordered 
all the seamen to go onboard the privateer, and desired them 
to carry all their cloths with them, and not say afterwards they 
had been robbed by the French. 

Before taking the Elizabeth, the privateer had taken a sloop 
loaded with salt, and another vessel from Leith ; aud after she 
left us she took a large brig with iron ore, whith they scurtled 
and sunk after taking out the men; they afterwards took a- 
nother sloop, and last-of all a Greenlandman with 9 fish.— 
The privatecr is called the Resolut, and the Captain’s name is 
Pivexer. I asked him for my spinnet, he laughed, and said, 
he could not give it, being in the hold, but otherwise he 
behaved very civil, as did Roperrs the prize master, One 
of our passengers was a minister going for Unst. When the 
Captain learnt’ he was. a clergyman, he vowed he would 
send him on board the first ship he took, for he was sure he 
would be captured if he hada priest on board. ‘The poor man 
was very nervous and sadly afraid, He told that he had in- 
sured his cloths for rol. and his life for asl. The Captain 
replied, that he would not give'25l. for the best 25 priests in 
the country. 

A day ar two before we were taken, the Resolut saw a 46 
gun ship at onetime,.and a frigate and a cutter ‘at anothér, 
none of them, however, gave her the least trouble. After’ we 
were taken, an English frigate hove insight, which very much 
alarmed the prize-mastev and crew,but the frigate did not seem 
in a hutuotr for doing dtity, and suffered us quietly to go into 
Bergen. Moe eras 4 :

We'were taken on the 28th June, and arrived here on the 
athinst.
